sions and evangelism were ihe prin- 
cipal subjects discussed at ihe ses- 
sion today of the federal council of 
the Churches of Christ in America, 
which is meeting in this cily 


The latest report of the secretary 


of the council shows that thirty-three 
of the Christian bodies in the United 
States holding to hislorical and evan- 
gelical Christianity are now repre- 
sented in the council, the object of 
which is to bring the churches into 
united service for Christianity. 


Following the disposal of consider- 


able business the council took up th? 
work of the stale federation which 
was first discussed _in a paper read 
by ihe Rev. Ur. 0. P. Gifforcl, Tjf Bos- 
ton. Dr. Gifford said state •federation 
is the keynote of the massive arch of 
Christian ro-operation now in process 
of erection.

Believes In It. 


"Personally 1 believe In woman's 


suffrage," says Mr. Roosevelt at the 
outset of the letter, which is dated 
November 10, Um.S, "but I am nol an 
enthusiastic advocate of it because I 
do nol regard il as a very important 
matter. I am unable to see that, there 
las been any special improvement in 
the position of women in Ihose states 
in the west, that have adopted woman 
suffrage, 
as 
compared 
with those 


states adjoining them that, have not 
adopted it. I do not think that giving 
the women suffrage will produce any 
marked improvement in the condition 
of women. I do not believe that it 
will produce any of the evils feared, 
and I am very certain that when wom 
en as- a whole take any special inter- 
est. in the matter they will have the 
suffrage if they desire it. 


"But at present I 
think most of 


them are lukewarm; I find some ao 
lively for it and some actively againsl 
it. I am, for the reason above given 
rather what you would regard as luke 
warm or tepid in rny support of it be 
cause, while I believe in it, I do not 
regard it as of very much importance

Sphere of Woman. 


"I believe that man and woman, 


should sland on an equality of right 
but I do not believe lhal equality ol 
right means identity of functions; anc 
I am more and more convinced tha 
the great field, the indispensable field 
for the usefulness of woman, is as th 
mother of the family. It Is her worl 
in the household, in the home, hei 
work in bearing and rearing (he chil 
dren. which is more important than 
any man's work, and it is that worl 
which should be normally the woman's 
special work, just as normally th< 
man's work should .be that ot breai 
winner, Ihe supporter of Ihe home anc 
if necessary the soldier who will fight 
for the home. 
There are exceptions 


as regards both man and woman; but 
the full and perfect, life, Ihe life of 
highest happiness nnd of highest, use- 
fulness to the stale, is the life of the 
man and woman who are husband and 
wife, who live in the partnership of 
love, and duty, the one earning enough 
lo keep the home, the other managing 
the home and iho children.

squabs for market, do not take any 
stock In the statement that each pair 
will raise twenty-four squabs during 
the year. 


A pair of squab producers that will 


produce an average of six pairs a year 
have done mighty well. Fancy pigeons 
':hat grow the exhibition stock usually 
round up with about 
three or four 


pairs a season. 


Mfhen a pair of pigeons have grown 


twelve squabs !n a year they have pro- 
duced 
six times 
their own weight, 


which is a pretty good actlv business 
fur such small birds. 
, 


FENCE RAIL PHILOSOPHY 
TO CURE CANKER IN PIGS 


When we kept pigeons a number of 


rears ago we discarded the salt cat 
and nailed :i piece of salt fish against 
the side-of the house. For some three 
y*-ars we never gave our pigeons a bit 
of salt other than this, and we never 
had any canker In our loft after doing 
away with the salt. 
•» 


Can It be possible that too- ranch rock 


salt is .being Used and causing canker? 
We all 'know that salt thrown upon 
ice in winter will 
cause diphtheria 


when the Ice begins to melt a little. 
J,et the best members of the fancy ex- 
periment a little on tihs salt cat and 
discover whether ou not it is so Im- 
portant to the -pigeon fancy. 


If yon have- a fine pair of pigeons 


that will not raise their young try to 
have a pair of fine homers that are 
good feeders and they will lay at the 
anme time as your other pigeons or 
within a day or two of the same time. 
Transfer the eggs of the fine, pair to 
the pair of homers and see If they do 
not raise fine squabs. 


Do not imagine that you can start 


In the squab or pigeon business simply 
through the purchase of the birds; you 
must learn how to care for, feed and 
brood them. 


jZo one ever knows too much about 


it; and as long as there are so many 
hundreds of fine young squabs dying 
in the nest from canker that are kept 
and reared in nice clean lofts there 
is something wrong with the manage- 
ment that had better be discovered. 


We do not believe that it all comes 


from in-breeding or from being passed 
dnwn from one to another. Find out 
if too much rock salt has not some- 
thing to do with it. Why should pig- 
eons be the only birds to be dosed with 
rock salt? 


Feed a number 'of different kinds o' 


small grains to your pigeons. When 
they fly about they pick up seeds and 
grain and-everything of this kind that 
they can find to eat.. It is true that 
their main supoprt should be good, 
sound, dry wheat and cracked corn. 


Some Canada peas can be added to 


' these and after that a very little hemp 
seed, some Kaffir corn, a little barley— 
not much of this, however, for all grain 
with husks is bad for feeding to young 
pigeons—but 
give them any kind of 


good, solid grain without husks. 


A little bit of millet seed and some 


hulled oats is good, but do not give 
much of this. With this furnish plenty 
of fresh water 
for 
drinking, some 


crushed oyster shell, some grit and a 
little rock salt. Just why people feed 
so much rock salt we cannot Under- 
stand.

Lard without sulphur is' quite as 


effective in destroying the head lice 
and it should be applied carefully and 
in small quantities. 


The lice cannot live in grease and 


die almost as soon as the oil touches 
them. Two or three applications are 
sufficient to rid a brood effectually of 
head ilcc.

Care Must Be Taken in Feeding 


Dairy Cows to Prevent the 


Tainting of Milk. 


BY PHOFESSOa G. V. KKAPP. 


Wiscoo»iu Experiment Station. 


Silos have been abandoned in many 


cases because the milk became so badly 
tainted as to become unsalable. If the 
creameries and cheese factories were ai 
particular as they should be they would 
condemn a great deal of the milk that 
is now accepted from sllage-fcd herds. 


This is not the fault of the silage; 


it is ^tiic fault of the man who handles 
it. Silage has a very penetrative odor, 
which is taken up very quickly by milk. 
If silage is fed before milking the milk 
is quite certain to become tainted. If 
the milk is allowed to stand a few min- 
utes in the barn after milking and 
silage Is fed while the cans are stand- 
ing around the milk will be tainted. 


If the stable is not ventilated or ll 


poorly ventilated the silage odors -will 
linger In the stable and taint the milk. 
In an unventilated stable the stable 
itself will in time become saturated or 
permeated with the silage odor and 
will taint the milk, no matter how th« 
silage is handled. 


The corn is frequently cut Into the 


silo too green, which maken very sour 
silage, with a strong odor. The silage 
is frequently carelessly handled In th« 
"table; it is scattered through the 
illeys and allowed to remain on the 
loors. 
In such instances the stabl« 


vill be scented with the silage and th« 
milk will be tainted. . 


good results are expeotad from 


•silage It must be properly handled In 
he stable. First, silage must be fed 
only after milking. Second, the floort 
must b? kept clean and no silage »1- 
'owed to accumulate in the alleys. 


Third, there should not be more iN 


lage fed than the stock will clean up 
it once. Fourth, the stable must be 
well ventilated. Fifth, corn should not 
be cut in too green. Sixth, don't feed 
moldy silage. 


From the foregoing It will ha seed 


that silage must be more carefully 
handled than ordinary roughage. 
One 


cannot throw silage around 
as 
he 


mighth straw or hay and get latiifac- 
tory results. 


To get best results from silage 
a 


little extra care must be exercised all 
along the line, more care In filling silo, 
care in taking silage out, care In hand- 
ling silage in barn, care in ventilating 
stable and, withal, cleanliness. . 


If one is not willing to give this extra 


care the silo is best not built, for this 
is the price of success with silage. 


Silage properly put up and properly 


fed is a very cheap and most excellent 
feed; improperly put up and improper- . 
ly fed it may be an expensive and haz- 
ardous experiment. 


AROUND THE DAlRf 


Feeding heavily on whole corn has * 


tendency to induce hens to become 
broody. 


Some breeders alternate males in 


their breeding pens, using one 
bird 


three or four days, then removing him 
and using another for the same length 
of time. It is believed this practice in- 
sures better fertility. 


There must be no guesswork about 


feeding the calf. The stomach of the 
young calf is easily ruined by slip-, 
shod methods of feeding. Think of this 
when tempted to feed it milk that 18 
too hot or too cold in a bucket that ia 
not as clean and sweet as it should be, 


Milk that sticks to the sides of the 


pail and becomes sour is a bad propo- 
sition, as It may cause an attack ol 
the scours. 
This trouble means a 


break in the calf's growth, perhaps a 
stunted calf, and in the end an animal 
of little value. 


Do not oblige the cows to bunk about 


the strawplle until the chilly nights are 
past. Dry spots for them to sleep on 
are usually very scarce at that season 
of the year. 


Don't turn the cattle to pasture too 


early. 
A good plan to follow is to 


wait until you conclude the grass it 
sufficiently large to turn them on, then 
wait a week or ten days longer.
